TWO THIRDS VOTE ON SEVENTH BALLOT. 


The New Pope Who Became Cardinal Ten Years Ago 


Was Born June 2, 1835 at Riese.

It is Believed Pius X Will Devote1 


Himself to The Religious 


Affairs of Church 


And Pay Little Attention to Politics—The New 


Pontiff Choosing Name of Pius X Promptly 


Blessed the People—Rejoicing in 


Venice and Rome. 


ROME, Aug. 4—(Bulletin)—Cardinal Joseph Sarto, patriarch of Venice, 


has been elected Pope in succession to Leo XIII. He was born June 2, 1835, 
at Riese, and was created cardinal June 12, 1833. The new Pontiff has de- 
cided upon the name or nus X. 


After accepting the election, Pius X donned the regalia of the Pope, 


white tunic, red slippers, red cape and white hat. 
He then received the 


homage of the other cardinals. At least 12,000 people stood 'around 
the 


square of St. Peter's waiting for the announcement and later received tho 
post bulletin from the balcony of the Vatican. 


Pius X was born in the province of Venice and began his studies there. 


He was a brillinat scholar and became Bishop of Mantova when but 32 years 


old. 
When he became patriarch of Venice in 1893 he was also made cardi- 


nal. Political acts of his brought on some controversies with, the Italian 
government, but the'se were finally settled amicably.

MAY GIVE LITTLE HEED TO POLITICS. 


ROME, Aug. 4—As Pope Pius X, it '.s more than probable that the new 


Pope will devote himself to the religious affairs of the church and will pay 
small attention to politics, except to urge conciliation among the opposing in- 
fluences wherever possible. Like Pope Leo the new pope has the promise 
of long life. His aged mother is still alive. She -lives at Reiz, Sarto's birth- 
place, and she has often been, visited at her humble home there by her son. 


A good story of the new Pope is told here this morning. Just before he 


started from Venice for Rome to attend the conclave, he was called upon by 
some friends who extended their good wishes and hoped that he might be 
chosen Leo's successor. "Oh, no," he smilingly replied, "I will buy a return 
ticket when I leave Venice." 


Rome, Aus- 1—Cardinal Joseph Sar- 


to, patriarch 'of Venice, is the success- 
or of Pope Leo XIII. He was chosen* 
to the papal throne on the seventh bal- 
lot which was taken this morning. The 
new Pope announced that he would as- 
sume the title of Pius X. Pope Pius 
is 68 years old. He was born at Riese 
on June 2, 1835, and was created a car- 
dinal in 1S93. He is one of the most 
learned of the cardinals, and is noted 
for his liberal views. His charities 
have gained him the affection of the 
multitudes in his see. The election at

The crowd that gathered in St. Pet- 


er's square 
this morfning 
was" the 


largest that had assembled since the 
conclave began last Saturday. Fully 
35,000 people were there by 10 o'clock 
and the throng was constantly being 
augmented. The government promptly 
increased the number of troops in the 
square in order to suppress disorder. 
Intuitively they seemed to know that a 


successor to Pope Leo would be chos- 
en. What added to their conviction 
was the fact that this is St. Dominick's 
day, the saint whose shield bears the 
picture of a dog with a flaming torch 
in its mouth and the inscription "Ignis 
ardens." From the gossip it was evi- 
dent that the 
people had set their 


minds upon greeting a new head of 
the Roman Catholic church today. Had 
they been disappointed, it is likelj 
there would have been disorder. 
At 


11:20 a light smoke was discerned is- 
suing from the stove pipe over the Sis- 
tine chapel. It was not followed by 
the heavier puff which was discernible 
on previous days, following a ballot, 
and immediately 
it was conjectured 


that a new pope had been elected. 
Twenty minutes later this feeling was 
confirmed. Cardinal'Macchi, the secre- 
tary of apostolic briefs, appeared on 
the inside balcony cf St. Peter's at 
11' 40 o'clock and made the announce- 
ment. Later he gave it to the crowd 
outside and the people shouted, "Who? 
Who" The name was not heard by the 
greater part of the throng. Macchi re- 
peated tbe words in Italian in a louder 
voice, saying: "Cardinal Sarto, who 
calls himself Pius X." 


T»ie crowd within the church mur- 


mured their approbation at the new:-, 
while the throng outside shouted 
the 


name, and in this way it was passed 
from lip to lip. 
Following the 
an- 


nouncement the throng rapidly increas- 
ed, the people jamming through the 
doorways to await the pope's blessing 


Five minutes after 
announcement 


the new pontiff appeared inside the 
balcony of the Vatican und blessed the 
people. 


Details of the voting are yet lacking 


but it is known that the usual cere- 


I monies were observed following 
the 


election. When the count showed that 
the necessary two-thirds of the totaT 
number of votes 
cast had been ob- 


tained, the doors of the Sibtine chapei 
were opened by the secretary of the 
conclave, Monsignor Marry Delval, and 
the masters of ceremonies were admit- 
ted from the Doyden college. The sec- 
retary then asked Cardinal Saito: "Do 
you accept the election?' 'and received 
a reply in the affirmative. 


All tne throne canopies were then 


lowered with the exception of that of 


Cardinal Sarto. The masters of cere- 
monies next conducted the new pope 
to the robing closet, where he laid off 
the robes of a cardinal and donned 
white stockings, red slippers, the long 
white tunic, white girdle, white cap, 
and the red cape of the papal office. 


He returned to the chapel and was 


seated on a chair placed on the high- 
est step of the altar where the cardi- 
nals approached one by one, kissed the 
foot and then the hand of the new 
pope. Pope Pius X was then given the 
fisherman's ring, but he immediately 
returned it for the purpose of having 
his name engraved on it. 


Sarto is the man whom Pope Leo 


hoped would succeed him. In speaking 
of Sarto to Father Perosi, Leo said, 
more than a year ago: "Hold him very 
dear, Perosi, as in the future he will 
be able to do much for you. We firmly 
believe he will be our successor." 


Sarto was educated in the Salesiar 


institute at Cottolengo. He was always 
of a serious turn cf mind and when a 
young man his rector said of him thai 
he had "never been a child." For the 
most of his years he was a parish 
priest in the province of Venice, finally 
becoming a bishop. - It was then that 
his high executive qualities and deep 
learning first became known to the 
authorities of the church. He brings 
to his high office the character of most 
attractive modesty to unusual energy 
and fine qualities.as an. administrative 
officer.

into jagged points and at last rest upon 
the great bases of the mighty moun- 
tains. These rounded hills that join 
the prairies to the mountains form the 
foothill 
country. 
They extend for 


about a hundred miles only, but no 
other hundred miles of the great west 
are so full of interest and romance. 
The natural features of the couutry 
combine the beauties ot prairie and of 
mountain scenery. There are valleys 
so w ide that the farther «ide melts into 
the horizov, ar.d uplands so vast as 
to suggest the unbroken prairie. Nearer 
the mountains the valleys dip deep and 
ever deeper till they narrow into can- 
yons through which mountain torrents ' 
pour their blue gray waters 
from 


glaciers that lie glistening between the 
white peaks far away. 


Here are the great ranges on which 


'feed herds of cattle and horses. Here 
are the homes of the ranchmen, in 
whose wild, free, lonely existence there 
mingles much of the tragedy and 
comedy, the humor and pathos, that go 
to make up the romance of life. Among 
them are to be found the most enter- 
prising, the most daring, of the peoples 
of the old lands. The broken, the out- 
cast, the disappointed—these too have 
found their way to the ranches among 
the foothills. A country it is whose 
sunlit hills and shaded valleys reflect 
themselves in the lives of its people, 
for nowhere are the contrasts of light 
and shade more vividly seen than in 
the homes of the ranchmen of the Al- 
bertas. 


The experiences of rny life have con- 


firmed in me the orthodox conviction 
that Providence sends his rain upon 
the evil as upon the good; else I should 
never have set my eyes upon the foot- 
hill country, nor touched its fascinating 
life, nor come to know and love the 
most striking man of all that group of 
striking men of the foothill country— 
the dear old Pilot, as we came to call 
him long afterward.- My first year-in 
college closed in gloom. My guardian 
was in despair. 
From this distance 


of years I pity him. Then I considered 
him unnecessarily concerned about me 
—"a fussy old hen," as one of the boys 
suggested. The invitation from Jack 
Dale, a distant cousin, to spend a sum- 
mer with him on his ranch in south 
Alberta came in the nick of time. I 
was wild to go. My guardian hesitated 
long, but no other solution of the prob- 
lem of my disposal offering, he finally 
agreed that I could not well get into 
more trouble by going than by staying. 
Hence it was that, in the early sum- 
mer of one of the eighties, I found iny- 
self attached to a Hudson Bay com-

M'KINLEY'S PROPHECIES LAPSE. 


(Pittsburg Post.) 


The head of a leading London bank, 


in an interview with an American cor- 
respondent, throws light on President 
McKinley's revised pudgment on the 
tariff policy of this country. A little 
more than two years ago, this London 
banker says, he had a private inter- 
view with the late President, and the 
latter then told him that "gradually but 
inevitably, our tariff must be reduced", 
that the McvKinley bill, through which 
"we had been able to build up many 
great industries," had "done its work." 


There is nothing improbable in the 


statement attributed to Mr. McKinley 
by the London financier. His last pub- 
lic utterance was a plea for a more lib- 
eral trade policy. His last speech, and 
the greatest of his life, at the Buffalo 
exposition, was susceptible of no other 
interpretation: but the Republicans 
have departed from the faith as ex- 
pounded by their great protectionist 
leader.

ciprocity treaties ant* suggestions for 
the extension of our foreign commerce 
by reciprocal arangements with people 
who would be glad to be our customers. 
McKinley, like Garfield, did not believe 
in hidebound and excessive protection 
as a permanent American policy, but 
as an opening for free commerce and 
the give-and-take principle in levying 
duties. This is what he proclaimed at 
Buffalo, with the general approval of 
the people. 


But there is no indication that the 


coming Congress will act on McKin- 
ley's policy of reciprocity of any other 
made of relaxing the tariff fetters thp.t 
prison and confine the industrial ener- 
gies and capabilities of the American 
people. He said two years age ti at the 
"tariff would be reduced by "his party," 
but there is no evidence that '<t v. ill be 
set on foot by his party, or that it will 
be accomplished in any other way than 
by an economic revolution, starting 
with the American people. Th^t is a 
certainty in time, and the uses of the- 
tariff to support and maintain the su- 
premacy of trusts will hasten the day.

vania Company was appraised at a rate 
per mile exceeding its gross earnings.
